A recommendation that guard rails 
should be placed at all dangerous 
points along the Malahat Drive was 
made by the coroners' jury which held 
an inquest this morning over the 
deaths of John Bodner and trie PIU.

More War Fodder In Spain 

F ifteen thousand more 

Italian troop# were landed in Spain over 
the week-end. according In the Auociated Preae. 
Italy, apparently, haa no intention of pulling out 
of the joint adventure with Germany in Spam. 
A» The Week of London pointed out in con¬ 
nection with the recent conversations between 
Goering and Mussolini in Rome, the basis of 
continued German-Italian co-operation in Spain 
it the presumption that nothing, and in particular 
not the policy of Great Britain, is going to in¬ 
terfere with Fascist efforts to conquer Spain. 

Franco, with the backing of Mussolini and. 
Hitler, has been building up hit third rebel army 
composed of Germans, Italians and new black 
conscripts from Fernando Po. This it to make 
good his losses sustained up to the failure of his 
heralded assault on Madrid last month. Already 
the rebels have lost the better part of two armies. 
The fust was the regular Spanish army, which 
for months now has scarcely been available for 
serious military purposes. Second to go was the 
first Moorish army, battered and frozen into 
inutility by two months’ hopeless attack on 
Madrid. 

For some time it hat been evident it would 
take a much larger German-Italian force to take 
Madrid. Meantime, with the assistance of the 
Communists, and the powerful youth organiza¬ 
tions, the government has been slowly getting its 
forces, military and political, into a position 
where it would be possible to carry out general 
conscription. 

Importation firp of the Moors, then the 
Germans, has fully demonstrated that the rebels 
are incapable of calling upon any serious man 
military support in the territory held by them. 
On the government side it it reasonable to cal¬ 
culate with a potential army of 1.000.000 men. 
That force is not yet in sight, but it is not a 
dream that the neat sia months of war will tee 
it partially realized. 

Increase now under way in the size of the 
rebel invading forces will result in the Republic 
army being pressed very hard. On the other 
hand, this will to some extent be compensated 
for by the drive in patriotic enthusiasm on the 
part of the Spaniards as the foreign invasion 
gathers strength. There is reported already un¬ 
mistakable evidence, as at the recent Youth 
Congress in Valencia, that the German invasion 
is playing an important role in mobilizmg the

Tou would think It would be a simple and in¬ 
expensive matter to add a little air to -the civic 
affaire of Vancouver.

That, however, la not the chief difficulty. The 
chief difficulty Is to secure the approval of the 
College of Heralds In London for any change In 
the coat-of-arms.

British Columbia already has done that. And 
yet bow few British Columbians resllas the awful 
state of their own provincial government, whose 
coat-of-arms is quite Illegal, a kind of synthetic* 
bootlegged product without any real standing in 
heraldry at all?. Tbs Heralds long ago refused to 
accept the provincial coat-of-arms because It in¬ 
cludes a lion which, though a perfectly normal 
beast, has a crown on Its head that the Heralds 
don't like. Xt la a royal crown and a British 
Columbia Hon has no right to wsar a royal c r ow n , 
even if there were a Hon In British Columbia, 
which there isn't. 

The royal crown la a standing affront to the 
Heralds. Again and again they have rejected our 
lion. Hr has no standing in society. Xn heraldry 
he simply doesn't exist, any more than he exist# 
In the fleah. Tet our provincial governments, 
with an amaxlng disregarc* for the proprieties, still 
keep the Hon on their crest, still maintain the 
royal crown, which could easily be removed far 
ths expenditure, of a few dollars. 

Ths provincial party which I am founding will 
tackle this Issue boldly and without equivocation. 
It will come out for the removal of the royal 
crown and the substitution of an ordinary one. 
This, we think, will offer a really concrete pro¬ 
gramme *p the electors who have so often been led 
sway by glittering generalities from the real 
problems of the day.

-THE PROPOSAL TO ENLARGE 

1 the Supreme Court of the United Ststes 
from nine to fifteen justices is considered the 
most important, perhaps the mod daring, move 
President Roosevelt his made in his programme 
of reform legislation “to save the capitalistic 
system.” 

It may far likened to that of Mr. David 
Lloyd George is 1911, when as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, he forced the House of Lords 
to accept the Parliament Act by the threatW 
ths government of which he wn a member to 
increase the number of Peers to the point where 
there would be a majority in the Upper House 
for the bill. The Parliament Act removed what 
was virtually the veto right of the Lords on 
finance and public bills, thus enabling the House 
of Commons to enact the Lloyd Georgian land 
taxes, the “new deal” legislation of those days. 
By to doing, the Common, took to itself 
supreme power in government, eliminating the last 
vettig* of control that had been held elsewhere 
over government measures. 

Tbs difficulty President Roosevelt has been 
up against it similar to that faced by Mr. Lloyd 
George with the Lords before 1911. The Su¬ 
preme Court has under the written constitution 
of United States held a veto power over the 
legislation passed by Congress. This power it 
has exerelied by declaring Rooseveltian New 
Deal legislation ultra vires. President Roose¬ 
velt, reinforced in his New Deal position by the 
tremendous majority vote accorded him and his 
policies, thus finds himself unable to Implement 
such policies; and the will of the people, as rep¬ 
resented by the majority vole, is thwarted. 

This situation has emphasized anew the fact 
that supreme power in the United States has not 
rested with, the elected representatives of the 
people in Cosigress. but with the nine members 
of the Supreme Court—“nine old men” with¬ 
out executive responsibility and above being 
called to account by the voters. These Supreme 
Court justices, called to pas, upon the constitu¬ 
tionality of legislation, can negative the will of 
the supreme legisLtive body of the land. It 
contrasts with the parliamentary status ia Britain, 
where the majority vote of the House of Com¬ 
mons is final at to ths constitutionality of any 
measures. We in Canada, however, hive e sit¬ 
uation similar in a limited way. at least, to that 
of the United States, as the powers of the Can¬ 
adian House of Common, ere limited under our 
written constitution—the B.N.A. Act. which 
we ere talking of having brought up fc* date to 
Jieet modem requirements and under which 
much of the Bennett government's New Deal 
legislation was thrown out by the court, lest 
month. 

We may have our Canadian consgtution 
amended by agreeing among ourselves as to 
what we want and passing the word on to Lon¬ 
don where the British House will do what we 
ask. Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United Stales is also a way open to President 
Roosevelt to get legislation past the Supreme 
Court. It is. however, a matter that would take 
years, having to go before the Legislatures of all 
she state, and gem the approval of three-fourths

Unfortunately, In these early at¬ 
tempt* there wer* occasional sudden 
fatalities. Some time later It waa 
found that failure in the early at* 
tempts was due to the presence In 
the blood of on# person of ractor* 
which reacted unfavorably on *he 
blood or another In such cases blood 
transfusion would be followed by a 
sudden clotting or by a sudden break 
Ing up of the blood elements, which 
resulted seriously. 

Aa a result of modern investlga* 
tiona, these factors hare been recog¬ 
nized and etandardlaed It to now 
possible to test the blood of the 
donor and that of the patient to 
determine whether the transfusion 
may be given safely 

There are various ways of trana 
fusing blood. In earlier days sur¬ 
geons sewed the vein of one person 
to the artery of another and per¬ 
mitted the blood to run from the 
artery into the vein Then systems 
were developed for connecting the 
vein of one person to the artery of 
another by means of a glass or rubber 
tube. 

A more recent and simple method ! 
to to draw the blood out of the vein 
of one person with a specially pr*- 1 
pared needle and syringe, and then 
K> transfer the syringe to a needle 
put Into the vein of the person who 
is to receive the blood. The blood 
then 1* injected slowly into the body 
of the recipient. 

Mechanical devlpea have been de¬ 
veloped whereby the blood runs out 
of the donor’s vein Into a receptacle, 
then, by turning a stopcock, it to 
permitted to run out of. this repea¬ 
ted* Into the vain of the person re¬ 
ceiving the blood.

Mr. Connell, chairman of the 
library board, in expressing the 
thanks of tha board and staff to the 
City Council for the grant from the 
Rectal loan fund, which enabled the 
construction of a mezzanine floor. | 
pointed out that the Improvement 
had made possible the instalation of 
more than 800 feet of additional 
shelving, of which 540 feet were al¬ 
ready in place for immediate needs. 

By placing on the new floor the 
books leas In demand by the public 
the upstairs traffic Is kept to a I 
minimum, thus giving more space | 
below for the books In greater de¬ 
mand. 

Extensive improvements slao were 
made in the lighting facilities, which 
had become outmoded and quite in¬ 
sufficient for the staff and public I 
A number of other arrangements In 
the library haa provided better ac- j 
commodation dW convenience for 
the staff, bringing about a situation , 
tending to even greater efficiency In 
tha work. 

NEW WORK WITH SCHOOLS 

“During the year definite advance 
baa been made In the library’s fela- | 
lions with the schools of the city, and 
with the new adult education scheme. 
This means a very remarkable ex- ! 
tension of the work of the library 
along two Unas.” Mr. Connell as¬ 
serted. 

"The adult education movement In 
Its development of study groups Is 
fostering an Increasing demand for 
assistance to Its students In the use 
and choice of spe c ial books, aa well . 
as a demand for the books them- | 
selvas.” Mr. Connell stated. This 
means an added burden on the staff. | 
and the necessity for Increase In | 
the number of books In certain de¬ 
partment* ’’ 

“Under the new courses of study 
in the public schools, emphasis is .

Thomas Watson, native eon of Vic¬ 
toria and one-time fire chief, who 
made a name for himself In the early 
days as a great firefighter and sprinter 
and distance runner, passed away In 
8t. Joseph's Hospital yesterday eve¬ 
ning. He was seventy-two yean of 

Mr Watson tint served the city's 
fin force in the eighties, when It was 
a volunteer corps. Later the late 
Thomas Drasey made the force a call 
department And Mr. Watson served 
with It. The men wen si lowed to 
attend their regular Jobs, but had to 
quit when then was a fin call. They 
received 814 a month and wen not 
allowed to go outside the city limits 
unless they left a substitute and 
received permission from the chief. 

When he was not fighting ^lres 
young Watson worked aa an elec¬ 
trician or helped bis father and 
brothen at their host building plant 
at Laurel Point, In the Inner Harbor 

But he loved fighting fires, and in 
1901 was named fin chief of the 
volunteer corps. Two yean later he 
organised the flnt full-time fin de¬ 
partment. ' He was head of the force 
until he retired about 1908. He was a 
familiar figure aa be dashed in his 
horse-drawn buggy to fires. During 
those yean the firemen received 850 
for twenty-four houn a day. They had 
to supply their own gumboots and 
ralqgpata. 

DRIARD HOI HE FIRE 

About 7 o'clock on Sunday evening 
in 1902 fire broke out In the Turkish 
hatha of the famous old Drtard House, 
one of the Pacific Coast's moat famous 
hotels, at the corner of Broad and 
View Streets. Chief Watson and his 
men attended and had the fin out 
by midnight. Watson's fame as a 
firefighter spread along the Pacific 
Coast after that. Another fin which 
he succeeefully fought was one in sn 
old shack which stood oh the site of 
the present Pemberton Building. HU 
colleagues of those days Mill talk of 
Watson’s great ability as a clever and 
brave fighter of fires 9 

Although he was over age when 
the Onat War broke out. Mr Watson 
joined the CJF and went overseas 
ss a mechanic with the forestry corps. 
In recent yean be had lived at the 
Douglas Hotel.

He spoke at the morning 
service of the development of the 
United Church, stressing there were 
2.000.017 peope In the United Church 
of Canada. 70.000 In Newfoundand 
and 2.000 in Bemuds. The United 
Church ministered to 30.000.000 peope 
in mission fields serosa the seas and 
1.280 home missionaries were working 
oln all parts of Canada and from 300 
to 400 mission-workers were engaged 
overseas. The moderator used as hi* 
text Veras 7. Psalm ex: "He shall 
drink from the brook In the way. 
therefore shall he lift up hia heed."* 
In the afternoon Dr. Bryce ad¬ 
dressed the Sunday school and In¬ 
formed the scholars that they were 
part of the great army of 820.000 
in the Sunday schools of the United 
Church in Canada and Newfoundland -

Bows and arrows, slings and apeara 
were among the weapons of war dur¬ 
ing ancient times. People lh Europe 
used bows snd arrows In warfare for 
many hundreds of yean. The "long 
bow" was probably the moat deadly 
weapon until gunpowder days. The 
old English long bow was made of 


Egyptian plrture of King Hauteurs 
III and are her* firing arrows In 
battle. ' 


On the other hand, the very same 
dynamite can be used in making ex¬ 
plosives for the dreadful thing called 
war. It can end the Uvea of soldiers 
in the trenches, or of women and 
children In cities under stuck. 

All through history, we find the 
same story. Weapons have been used 
to help mankind, also to hurt man¬ 
kind. There was a time when bows 
and arrows helped men guard against 
th« attacks of fierce wild beeata. 

Early Indiana on our continent did 
moat of their hunting with bows and 
arrows. They brought down boars 
and fleet-footed deer, as well as ani¬ 
mals of many other kinds. Sometimes 
the flesh wa« dried snd saved for 
winter months when game would not 
be easy to obtain. The hides were 
used for blankets, for tents, for moc¬ 
casins and warm clothing. 

Boms tribe# were of a peaceful 
nature, but others carried on ware 
as a result of quarrels over hunting 
grounds, or for other reasons. Bows 
and arrows were used In these wars 
and In certain cases whole tribes 
wars "wiped out", after a long period 
of warfare
